Omaha, Aug. 18.— Mf^mbera o£ tht 
Sioux commisMon are in the dtj, hav 
ing .comploted their work. In oonrmH 
tion Commiicioner Harriss, d WMhing 
ton, said: 

"Mors Important than any otliei 
braooh of onr duties was the Mttletuent 
of tbs diffletilt^ between the Pine RUIk* 
•ad Roaolrad uidians. Bv the terme ol 
th« Poit«r-Wamer-Crook treaty th» 
boundary line between the two reservH- 
tiona was moved eaetwardly nearl> 
twenty miles. 

"This action, agrofd to by the Rosebut": 
Indians (who were the losers) rendered 
about 600 Rosebud people homeless, un- 
len the Pine Ridge folks consented tr 
their being transferred to the Pint 
Ridge agency rolls. To secure this con- 
sent took at>ont six weeks of the tnosf 
active canipaigning. Then, when oui 
work was iippiireiiily done. Home oppo- 
nent of the ratified agrt^eineiit stole 
Chairman PeHrcc's valise, cont.iininp 
all the official dncnmenis. Luckily, 
however, we had check lists from 
which it WHf possible to construct a du- 
plicate of the missing agreement. And 
this duplicate, properly certified, ha* 
been acc epted by the interior depart- 
ment as HHtisfaotory and binding. 

"At Rosebud anci Lower Brule ag**n 
cies we collected much valuable in 
formation on wliich congressioual or de 
partmental action may be baNe<1. but 
nothing in the nattire of a treaty wat 
negotiated. It waa generally under- 
st«>od prior to our visit to these pbices 
that the contrcdling elenietit at Lowei 
Brule desired to sell the entire re»erva- 
tion and to settle upon the northern 
edge of the Rosebud reservation just 
south of White river, but our investiga- 
tion convinced us that the time for such 
proceedings has not yet arrived. Both 
the Lower Brule and Rosebud Indian." 
are, however, discussing the probabili- 
ties with all seriousness, and tliey may 
PCKin reai'h a conclusion among them- 
selves, and without any 'white man' iu- 
terrention." . 

Jfow Paper in IndlanapolU. 

Indianapolis, Aug. 18.— Subscription 
papers are being circtilated here for a 
new Repablican daily paper to be known 
as the Indianapolis RepuoUcan, which is 
to be run in ttie interest of that party 
regardless of national issues, the pro- 
iectora claiming nut to take any interest 
m anjrthing but local affairs. Sonu 
8,000 snbaenbers have already b* en se- 
cured, but the greatest secrecy is beiug 
en.ioined regarding those who are back- 
ing it. Some suv that the money is be- 
ing furiiislied bv A. L. Conger, ot 
Akron. O., but others say that the paper 
is to be start'id on funds secured from 
the dilfereut counties by subscription of 
the several county committees.

house is the man to whom the late 

Emilia Al.liott owed her success as a 
primma donna. He was h«r first music 
teju her. ami wiien she was discouragcnJ 
by reverse;-, he was the hrst to encour- 
age her to study for the stage. His 
name is ( ieorge A. Cowan, and yester- 
day was his seventieth birthday. 

Wlu ii but seven years old Cowan lost 
the use of lioth eyes through a cold and 
lias ever siiwe l>^-en blind \» tli>< ;<'C*^ 
of nineteen lie became ;i pu]iii ot the 
first scIkjoI for the blind e.stalihshed in 
New York. Redeveloped such marked 
ability for mtisic that he was educated 
for a music teacher, and after several 
years of study he graduated with hi^h 
musical honors. 

While he was a professor at the 
Worthingion seminary, near Columbus, 
O.. Emma Abbott, then a girl of but 
thirteen years, i ame to him to have her 
voice tested. It was at his advice that 
she adi^ted her professional carew.

THIRTEEN PEOPLE MSSI DSATE

Berm:. Ani:. 1H.— A terrible a'cideiit 
resulting in tne mstant death of tliirtei-n 
persons ;iiel t De hei ious itijiirv of many 
others, some ol wiiom will probably die, 
occurred yesterday on the .Jura-Simplon 
railway, nettr this city. Eighteen per- 
sons are seriotisly injured, the majority 
of them requiring surgit^d treatment, 
and some of these are likely to die. 
Thirty others are less severely hurt. 
Severid of the dead are so mangled as to 
be uni ec(.^'nizable. 

A ^peeial excnrsion train which was 
convtyii.;,' hnndredii of villagei< from 
the surrounding country to w itness the 
fetes in couuectioii with the Too<lth anni- 
versary of the lor.ndiition of the city of 
Berne was stop]ied at a sidiii;: a short 
disUtnce from its destiiuiti(Ui in order to 
allow the regular Pains expi ess to iniss. 
The engineei- of the express, as nearly as 
can now be a.scertained, had not been 
iiotitii i] of the fact that the exctu'sion 
train w, IS , in tiie track aheatl of him, 
and the coiidui tor of the excursion train 
seems to have neglected to send a si:;iial 
man back to protect the rear of his 
train. 

The express, running at hiirh speed, 
came upon the excur.sion train so sud- 
denly, that the engineers efforts to 
check its speed and avoid disaster were 
unavailing. The heavy express dashed 
info the rear of the excursion train, de- 
molishing the hindmost coach and forc- 
ing its wiiy partly tfarotigh the next one. 
The rear c'oach hapjiened to be an empty 
one whi( h was intended for passengers 
k) be taken on at another station. The 
guards in charge of it wc re killed, but 
the presenc e of this car doubtless saved 
the lives of many occupants of the of tier 
coaches. As it was. nearly all the oas- 
sengers in the second coach were killed 
or wounded. Twelve corpses were 
taken out of the wreck. 

The trainmen, assisted by the pa.'isen- 
gers who had escaped injury, set to work 
Immediately to rescue the unfortunates 
who were imprisoned in the wreck. 
Heartrending cries of agonv nerved them 
to almost superhuman efforts, but in 
spite of their exertions they were forced 
to witness the death before their eves of 
several who had not been killed out- 
right, but were crashed hy broken tim- 
bers or exjxised to the e»cajving steam 
from the locomotive. Twelve corpses 
were taken out of the debris, and the in- 
jured were finally extricate<l and cared 
for as well as the conditions of the jdace 
Iiermitted. pending the aniv;d of a spe- 
cial train from Berne, which had been 
telegniplied for immediately after tne 
collision, and which conveyed physicians 
and surgeons to the scene. 

^lost of the victims of the disaster 
were residents of towns in tlie vicinity 
of this city, and the news of t)ie calam- 
ity ha.s caused excitement and iiioiii n- 
ing all through the region. The s id 
event has marred the festivities incidi iii 
to the celebration in which the Benn 
have been c joyously engaged, and the 
remaining f«tea on the porognun will 
duubtlesB b eatnn d oaed in po naegneBee.

Sensational Affair at Washington in 
Which a Gentleman Known 
Bert Fignrtd. 



Some three or four years ago Mr. Bev- 
erly C. Mophy. son of the ex-Confederate 
Gen. Moahy, sjient several months here in 
the interest of the Mutual Life Insurance 
Comi)nii>- of New York, lie was a very 
courteous gentleiniin, a good conversa- 
tionalist, and made many warm friends 
among those with wlioni he was thrown. 
A few days since he figured as one of the 
principals in a sensational afflUr at Wash- 
ton City. 

He had heen away from home several 
years, and en returning recently he 
learned that his sister, Miss .Stuart Mosby, 
was engaged to be married to a man 

nai 1 Miller, uf Wasliinirfon City. He 

naturally desired to meet his pro8i)ective 
brothA^in-law, and l6bk o^'er him. The 
meetin.' \va.< imt veiv satisfactory to 
Mosby, and he attempted to dissuade his 
sister from keeping the engagement. She 
ob]>cted. He brother askeil her what 
she knew of -Miller. She re|i!ied she 
kn»>w nothing beyond what she bad seen 
of him. Miller hailed from I'ittsburj;. 
Her brother begged that she jiostpone 
the matter until he could reach that city 
and acquaint himself with Miller's ante- 
cedents. This was agreed to, althnu^di 
the wedding day was near at hand. Mi is- 
by's inquiries developed the fact that 
Miller served a term of six years in the 
]iriiitentiary fur beinj; imjilicated in a 
robbery 100 miles above Pittsburg. An 
old man and his wife were tortured by a 
(;ann of .scoundrels until tliey disclosed 
the hiding place of $21,000 which they 
had hoarded up. Miller, it seems, was 
not one of the torturers, but w.a.s con- 
victed as an accessory. He escaped from 
prison in a packing box used for the 
transportation of prison-made shops, but 
was recaptured in Canada and lettirned 
to Pittsburg, where he tinished his term. 
From the manner of his escapo he gained 
the sobriquet of " Shoebox Miller," by 
which he i.-< still remembered. Mr. Mosby 
was also told that Miller was a bigamist, 
who had three wives living. 

Mosby returned the next day to Wash- 
ington City and encountered bis sister 
and her afflance on Pennsylvania avenue. 
He a|iproached the two, and covering 
Miller with indignant reproaches struck 
iiim full in the face. Miller escaped and 
soiiirht the seclusion of his room at 
Cbaniberiains, where he was staying. 

Mosby meanwhile consulted with his 
friends as to the course he ought to pur- 
sue in the matti-r. His own purpo.se, as 
lie expressed it, was to kill MilK-r, for he 
iielieved that the latter was deliberately 
])l()tting the ruin of his sliter, and he felt 
that in no other way cotild tlie disgracie 
of another bigamous marriage be pre- 
vented. He was finally advised that the 
bett<;r plan would be a persmial chastise- 
ment of Miller, and tUs he determined 
to administer at the latter's own rooms. 
He proceeded therewith a fri(>nd. only 
to learn that Miller had left the^city. 

Miss Mosby liad been introduced to 
Miller tit the home of Count Kii<;ene 
.Mitkiewic/, she and the Count s wife 
being intimate friends. It a]>pears that 
MitkiewiczH»'cured a concessimi I'luiu the 
Chinese (iovernment for the esialili.sili- 
ment of an international bank, with a 
capital of $50,000,000. He represented in 
this matter a syndicate of Philadelphia 
who ])Mipi)seil to make the International 
bank an institution second only in im- 
portance to the banks of France and 
F.n^dand. Thcscbeinefell tlinMii,'h,biit tin- 
Count was handsomely remunerated for 
his services, and since that time he has 
made his Iioine in Washinjrton, leading 
tlie life of a man uf leisure. 

Mosby on learning of Miller's escape, 
started down Fifteenth street. He was 
furious with rage, and had gone but a 
few 8tep.s when a carriage drove up, and 
the Count and Countess Mitkiewicz 
alighted. As they started to enter their 
house they recognized Mosby. He in- 
formed Mitkiewicz that he desired a pri- 
vate conference with him. After some 
parley they stepped indoors, witere 
Mosby at <moe upbraided Mitkiewici for 
bringing about the betrothal of his sister 
and the Coniit's friend. Mosby believed 
that the Count was familiar with Miller's 
record, and that he had eovertly iniiu- 
enced the alliance, toreven>;e himself for 
certain retiections which General Mosby 
had cast upon him. During the oolh^uy 
it was noticed that Mosby had not re- 
moved his hat. Tlie Count told him that 
no man could remain in his house with 
Ilia hat upon his head. Mosby, whose 
fury seemed to have gotten the best of 
bis jwliteness, declined to uncover, 
whereupon tlie Count advanced threat- 
ingly toward him. Mosby stepped back, 
and, drawiiii; a self-eockingrevolver, fired 
full at the Count's chest. 

His unsteady aim caused the bullet to 



lodge in the wainscotting d the parlor 
Instead of in the Count's body, and be- 
fore ho could flre again he was aeiaitd and 

disarmed. 
The matter was subsequently settled 

to the mutual satisfaction of all concern- 
ed, by a written apology on Mosby's 
part. Count and Oountees Mitkiewicz 

left the city the foUowinst day and are 
now spending the heated term at a fash- 
ionable Virginia mountabt resort. 

.\n interesting feature of the affair is 
that Miss Mosby refuses to believe Miller 
is the rascal and bigamist he is rejin?- 
sented to be. She remains true to him 
and snys she will marry him.

SHANcmAl, Aug. 18.— A sffrions state
